The Canadian Native Friend¬ 
ship Centre (C.N.F.C.) has 
been in operation for 21 years.

In 1982-83 school year a request came from Local 
School Board Committees to implement Native Lan¬ 
guage programs within Northland School Division 
No. 61. The Supervisor of Native Programs, con¬ 
ducted a needs assessment to determine language vi¬ 
tality within the community. A compilation of the 
research data guided the program types to be im¬ 
plemented within 'the school environment. 

The degree of language vitality is closely related 
to the type of program which may be offered. 
Presently there are pilot programs operating at ten 
schools within the division. There are two basic pro¬ 
grams, Cree and/or Chipewyan as a Second Lan¬ 
guage also a Language Maintenance program in Cree 
and /or Chipewyan which involves teaching towards 
literacy. These programs are offered from Early 
Childhood to Grade 9. The grade of instruction 
varies from community to community. The program 
instructors are local people who are knowledgeable 
about the culture and the language. They may also 
be paraprofessional staff or professional teachers. 
The communities choose which system is to be used 
in teaching, either Syllables or Roman Orthography. 

The Inservice component is a very important facet 
of the program. They are held at least 3-4 times per 
school year. At each session the Instructors are in- 
serviced on various approaches, procedures, teach¬ 
ing techniques, and management skills to improve 
the instructional situation for the Instructors and 
students. 

The instructors also are involved in actively de¬ 
veloping and adapting materials for their program. 
The work which is being displayed here is from stu¬ 
dents at Atikameg School who are enrolled in the 
Native Language program. The Instructors at this 
particular school are Violet Laboucan and Bertha 
On and their program is one which teaches toward 
literacy.

Psychologist Duncan Adams 
testified he assessed Cardinal in 
Grande Prairie and believed 
there was “a reasonable chance 


he could be suicidal.” 

But Cardinal never received 
treatment. He hanged himself 
at a foster home June 26, after 
a lifetime in 16 foster homes,
